Why does a man buy 
abandoned Vandenberg 
missile silos?

Walt Taylor, who once owned 16 World 
War II tanks, purchased three missile 
silos at Vandenberg Air Force Base 
recently. He is not a rich, eccentric 
collector of military memorabilia, nor 
is he a paranoid constantly preparing for 
some elusive private war 
Rather, he is a business man 
He picked up two underground Atlas 
silos for a measly $8,588 and stole an 
underground Titan I silo for another 
$12,333. Construction cost of just one of 
the launching sites Would run into 
millions of dollars today. 
The Atlas silo, for example, is 52 feet 
in diameter by 174 feet deep and is made 
of reinforced concrete 
It has an 
octagonal steel crib divided into eight 
levels that are suspended by a system of 
mechanical springs, and located within 
the crib is a 21 foot square, insulated 
shaftway 
containing 
a 
launcher 
platform The two 50-ton doors bring the 
estimated total weight of the silo to 
exceed 750 tons 
The Titan I silo is 52 feet in diameter 
by 170 feet deep, made of reinforced 
concrete and contains such equipment 
as a launch platform, crib structure, 
miscellaneous 
steel 
and 
a control 
center 
In spite of the silos costly contents, it 
was a gamble to lay-out his money, 
Taylor claimed He could lose his shirt 
rather than make a profit 
The success of his business venture 
depends on how much salvageable metal

there is in each silo, the cost of 
extracting and transporting it and the 
going price for scrap steel 
"If we missed estimating the tonnage, 
we re hurting," he reported after the 
sale "Or. there could be more tonnage 
than estimated " 
Taylor 
of 
E 
& 
G 
Engineers, 
Huntington Beach, was one of five 
demolition site clearing companies, 
wrecking businesses, and interested 
persons who submitted bids on three 
obsolete Atlas silos and one obsolete 
Titan I silo which the Air Force had up 


for sale. Jerry Wolff, base realty 
officer, prepared and conducted the 
transaction 
He explained. “This is just trying to 
get a little more revenue for the 
government. 
Unfortunately, the Air 
Force doesn’t get any of the money, it 
all goes to the Treasury " 
Bids ran as low as $150 for a launching 
site, 
probably 
submitted 
with 
the 
rationale that no one would be so foolish 
as to want a twice-stripped, flooded, 
third-hand missile silo with a 240-day 
salvage deadline After that deadline, 
should it not be extended, silo ownership 
returns to the Air Force, according to 
the sale terms. 
The market price for scrap steel is $40 
a ton, but that figure fluctuates Last 
year, the price was $80 a ton. 
If the silo buyer does his calculating 
accurately, he will make a nice profit - 
after 
he 
has 
accomplished 
the 
monumental feat of extracting and 
transporting the heavy metal 
To begin, there is no electricity or air 
available inside the deep silos And at 
least one silo is two-thirds full of water 
because a water main broke and ran 
unchecked for four years 
E & G Engineers, said Taylor, will 
employ six men, a crane, forklift, two 
heavy duty trucks and four heavy duty 
trailers, and loads of other equipment to 
overcome the above problems and to cut 
up the silo’s steel plates and steel 
girders, lift the cuttings onto trucks, and 
transport the bulk to National Metal and 
Steel on Terminal Island 
There the scrap will be sold and 
prepared for sale to smelters. E A G 
Engineers’ part of the job will take four 
months to complete and cost about $25 a 
ton 
I 
Taylor, who once bought 16 World War 
II tanks for scrap, figures he is paying 
the Air Force $10 a ton for the estimated 
amount of scrap steel in the silos and, 
subtracting the $25 a ton removal cost, 
E & G Engineers could make a profit of 
$5 a ton if the market rate remains at 
$40 per ton 
When asked, he declined to say how 
much salvageable tonnage he estimates 
there is in each silo 
E & G Engineers, like J Wilhoite, a 
Merced wrecker who bought the fourth 
silo for $3,636 36, are not getting second­ 
hand launching sites for their money or 
else they would surely have paid more. 
Their newly owned silos, plus some 10 
other launching sites, were originally 
sold in 1970 by the Air Force to the 
Cuyohga Wrecking Company in Ohio for 
$286,000 
The construction cost of the facilities 
ran into “ an excess of $25,000,000" when 
they were built between 1958 and 1960, 
according to a conservative Air Force 
estimate 
After the sites were declared obsolete 
in 1963, the Air Force took over two 
years 
to 
carefully 
strip 
them 
of 
expensive equipment that could be used 
for "future launch vehicle research and 
development .” And after the Air Force 
announced a public sale of what was 
left. Cuyohga Wrecking bought the sites 
through bid and began stripping them 
again, salvaging pumps, motors, miles 
of valuable copper wiring, and other 
equipment 


They did a pretty good job on all sites 
except for three Atlas and one Titan I 
silos, after the deadline was extended 
twice Finally, time ran out, and the 
four sites were sold again last month to 
E & G Engineers and Wilhoite. 


Wolff thinks it is unlikely that the four 
silos will ever be sold a third time 


"The price of metal would have to 
shoot up so high before they would be 
opened again," he said 
Hospital granted new

Lompoc area based on new regional 
health care computations. Wicks said 11 
of the designations would come to 
Lompoc and the balance would go to the 
Solvang Lutheran Home.

blast depletion action 


BUENOS AIRES (U PI) - A leftist 
guerrilla group threatened to kill a 
kidnaped U S. official tonight if the 
Argentine government fails to prove 
four missing commandos are alive. 
The Montoneros guerrillas said John 
Egan, the 62-year-old U.S. consular 
agent in Cordoba, "has been sentenced 
to death by firing squad." 
The guerrilla group said Egan - “ a 
direct 
representative 
of 
Yanqui 
interests" —would be killed unless the 
government shows by 7 p.m. that the 
four missing guerrillas are "alive and 
weU." 


The Montoneros, in a communique 
issued Thursday, said the "sentence will 
be lifted and he will be released" if the 
government meets the demands. 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI) - The oil 
industry and the White House warned 
today the public will be the ultimate 
victim of a House decision to combine a 
$21.3 billion tax cut bill with an end to 
the oil depletion allowance. 
A White House aide criticized the 
move because it would delay relief for 
American taxpayers 
The aide also agreed with a statement 
by the American Petroleum Institute 
that any measure eliminating the oil 
depletion allowance would destroy the 
oil companies’ incentive to develop the 
nation's supply of domestic oil. 
The House voted 248 to 168 Thursday 
night to give Americans $21.3 billion in 
tax cuts and rebates. But attached to the 
bill was a provision that would increase 
oil company taxes $25 billion by 
abruptly eliminating the oil depletion 
allowance. 
"They are making a Christmas tree of 
the income tax cut bill, hanging on to it 
all sorts of amendments like the oil 
depletion allowance cutoff." the White 
House aide said "Saddling the bill with 
amendments just means delay." 
Senate 
leaders 
adm itted 
the 
amendment probably would delay the 
tax cut bill in that chamber. Sen. Russell 
Long, D-L A., said his Senate Finance 
Committee would begin hearings on bill 
Wednesday. 
"It will take more time to hear 
witnesses on the depletion end of it and 
more time on the Senate floor,” Long 
said

Communists drive 
troops from bases 


PHNOM 
PENH 
(U P I) 
- 
Pro- 
Communist forces drove government 
troops from two bases only four miles 
from Phnom Penh’s Pochentong Airport 
today and stepped up their rocket 
attacks in an effort to halt America’s 
desperation 
airlift 
of 
rice 
and 
ammunition to the threatened capital. 
Rebel gunners fired 21 rockets into the 
airport and another seven into Phnom 
Penh itself. Officers said the four 
barrages killed one person and wounded 
13 others but that none of the three DC8s 
and a dozen С130 cargo planes flying in 
American supplies was hit. 
Military sources said proCommunist 
forces captured Toul Leap and Ang Sdok 
bases from government defenders early 
today. The positions are just four miles 
west of the airport and their capture 
gave the rebels an almost unhindered 
line of attack to the airport perimeter.

said 
they 
feared 
the 
antigovemment troops now would bring 
up their accurate artillery pieces in an 
attempt to halt the U.S. airlift by heavy 
shelling of Pochentong They said the 
rockets were dangerous but not accurate 
but that the artillery —some of it 
captured from the Americans —is.

personally directed a counterattack to 
regain the bases in the western sector. 
Military sources said three squadrons of 
54 M l 13 personnel carriers and about 300 
troopers were taking part in the 
operations.

District study of finances 
called for by school trustee

School trustee Gail Steiger, coming 
off a bout with chicken pox, yesterday 
called on her fellow board members to 
tighten their collective educational belts 
in the face of grim economic threats. 
Mrs. Steiger said she spent the time of 
her illness reading volumes of economic 
information and that the experience had 
her worried She called for a full-scale 
study of district finances and an 
exploration of the services provided by a 
state education-management team. 
The meeting was held yesterday in a 
switch from Tuesday when the illness- 
enforced absence of Mrs. Steiger and 
the concurrent absences of Richard K. 
Jacoby and Karl Braun forced an 
adjournment for lack of a quorum. 
The trustees later followed Mrs. 
Steiger’s lead to turn down a staff 
request for the purchase of $2,480 worth 
of electric door openers for the district’s 
bus repair shop building. 
In her presentation earlier, Mrs. 
Steiger said the board might want to 
impose a hiring freeze “ for anyone not 
directly involved with children,” and 
she singled out declining enrollment as 
one of the main problems. Later Supt. 
Glenn Wegner said he had alreaüdy 
instituted an administratively-imposed 
freeze on all except for vitally necessary 
employes. 
Talk of finances floated like a cloud 


over the long meeting, but there were 
these other details: 
— The board postponed action on 
reviews of three important documents 
— a voluminous school board policy; the 
district’s tentative draft of Affirmative 
Action Program; and proposals for 
implementation of the Stull Act, 
or 
education accountability law. 
— The board declined to go along with 
the wording of a resolution written by 
the Piedmont Unified School district 
opposing 
collective 
bargaining 
legislation, and instead asked for a new 
resolution that would more closely 
embody their thinking. 
— Declined to act on the appeal of 
Alberta Morgan for the use of school 
buses to transport the elderly and 
handicapped in the area, pending a 
further exploration of the question by 
the staff’s of school and city. Trustee 
John Beattie said he thought the city 
rather than the board should initiate 
such a proposal. Jacoby embraced the 
idea of joint use, noting, "It’s a healthy 
idea if there’s some way for the school 
board 
to 
recover 
the 
costs 
of 
maintenance and replacement. " 
— The board noted that two of the 
area’s three high schools had nominated 
one 
student 
each 
as 
an 
official 
representative to sit in on board 
deliberations. The students are Tanya 
Yuhas, Lompoc; and Dan Ellertson, 
Cabrillo. Maple High School has yet to 
name a representative. 


— The board approved Jacoby’s 
request for a delay in considering salary 
and fringe benefit proposals of the 
Certificated Employe Council. Jacoby 
said he wanted "a review of the current 
practices regarding items proposed by 
CEC and appropriate action as a result 
of the meet and confer process.” Later 
Jacoby explained that new law requires 
the board to act publicly within a certain 
period on proposals by the CEC. After 
the

"establishes 
its 
initial 
position,” 
the 
meet 
and 
confer 
procedures 
will 
begin 
in 
private 
meetings. 
— 
The 
board agreed 
to delay 
consideration of many items on a 
priority list of key questions requested 
by Braun, pending the arrival on the 
scene April 1 of the new school trustees. 
Two of the three incumbents are 
stepping down from the board, a fact 
that will mean at least two new trustees. 
— The board asked the district 
business manager to arrange tours of 
school districts that have hot lunch 
programs and vocational education 
programs that might give the trustees a 
better grasp of the two issues. 
— The board approved the 1975-76 
school calendar over the objections of 
Norman Larson, president of Lompoc 
Federation of Teachers. Larson said all 
nine members of the CEC had rejected 
the calendar mainly because of the 
number of days the administration 
wants for pre-school orientation.

Charges of misrepresentation of facts 
in 
connection 
with 
the 
Exxon 
referendum petition being circulated 
regarding re-zoning in Corral Canyon 
and Los Flores Canyon were made today 
by Supervisor Harrell Fletcher during a 
press conference in Santa Maria. 
Fletcher, who had voted to allow the 
proposed Exxon Corp., processing plant 
on the south coast, indicated this 
morning that this "may raise a serious 
question regarding the validity of the 
petition if the election code has been 
violated.” 
Citing statements appearing on the 
face of the petition which are intended 
to induce voters to sign it, Fletcher 
pointed to three specific ways in which 
he believes prospective signers are 
misled. 
. 
. 
First, the petition states that the 
rezoning is inconsistent with the general 
plan designation of open and grazing. 
The actual general plan designation, 
Fletcher points out, is "oil field" 
surrounded by "open and grazing.” 
Additionally, he said, oil field uses have 
not been considered inconsistent with 


agricultural and open and grazing areas. 
The County’s general agricultural 
zone specifically allows such use, he 
declared, and many similar facilities 
already exist in the County. 
"The 
question 
of 
general 
plan 
conformity 
was 
specifically 
and 
officially considered by the County 
Planning 
Commission 
which 
unanimously 
determined 
that 
the 
rezoning and use proposed by Exxon 
were consistent with the County’s 
general plan,” Fletcher added. 
Secondly, Fletcher noted, the petition 
claims that the facility would be the 
largest stationary source of air pollution 
in the entire south coast of the County 
and could have an adverse effect on 
tourism and agriculture. 


But, 
Fletcher 
pointed 
out, 
the 
environmental impact report on the 
project identified the air quality impact 
as subject to mitigation, and the 
ordinance imposes specific conditions 
on this point. He said no odor can be 
detectable outside Exxon’s 1,500 acre 
property under terms of the ordinance 


and gases and fumes cannot exceed 
applicable air quality standards. 
Additionally, 
Fletcher 
noted, 
in 
approving the rezoning the board of 
supervisors added a condition requiring 
Exxon to comply with all applicable 
County Air pollution Control District air 
quality standards. 
The third misleading portion of the 
petition argument, Fletcher said, * is 
the clear inference that in preventing 
construction of the onshore facility, the 
voters can prevent expanded oil activity 
in the channel.”

Valencia vows common sense 
management on City Council

Joe Valencia will seek to 
change seats Tuesday from 
chairman of the City’s Parks 
and Recreation Commission to 
member of the Lompoc City 
Council. Long a local youth 
sports 
magnate, 
Valencia 
promises a common 
sense 
approach to a range of city 
problems 
including 
public 
safety, 
city 
commission 
organization, water and utility 
problems 
and 
council 
management. 
Valencia, 41, is a systems 
analyst 
at 
ITT 
(Federal 
Electric Corp i on Vandenberg 
Air 
Force 
Base, 
a 
data 
handling capacity he says could 
“ most definitely” be applied to 
council decisions 
“ I want people to identify me 
with using common sense to 
solve ordinary approaches that 
we have to solve,” he ret out. 
“ I don’t think that the things 
that we have to solve in this 
city require a PhD or an 
exceptionally talented person 
in one particular field. I think 
you just use a common sense 
approach of what the city can 
afford, what's its intake, where 
is the city going ... I think that 
in many instances the staff 
provides very good inputs but 
some of these people (on the 
council) make what I consider 
a 
‘Christm as 
shopping 
decision' — you go up there and 
everything glitters and (you 
say) ‘Oh, I want one of those 
and one of those,’ you know? 
They’re making an emotional 
decision at the time.” 
As an example, the candidate 
pointed to a recent council vote 
on whether or not to award a 
sewer system contract to a 
local soils testing firm that had 
submitted a lower bid than a 
Los 
Angeles 
firm 
recommended 
by 
another 
contractor for the same work 
Two councilmembers voted to 
give the contract to the Los 
Angeles firm Valencia said, 
“ because they hadn’t done 
their homework.” One of the 
council members, he said, 
complained of being confused 
and of not understanding the 
problem. 
“ I don't understand this,” 
Valencia reacted “ Dammit,.. 
. being a councilman is not 
coming there, sitting down and 
having someone feed you some 
information. If that person had 
reviewed all the paperwork, 
reviewed all the details, they’d 
understand the problem . ” 
Another 
instance 
when 
Valencia said some council 
members attempted to “shoot 
from the hip” at an issue were 
minority council votes not to 
buy 
soda 
ash 
at 
greatly 
increased prices for water 
softening use in the city’s 
water 
treatm ent 
plant. 
Valencia said that the $1.5 
million water plant investment 
made 
the extra 
soda ash 
investment worthwhile since 
that was the only way the city 
could use the plant and soften 
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the water. 
To not use the expensive 
plant to capacity because of the 
high cost of soda ash, the 
candidate said, 
“is just like 
buying a Cadillac and having it 
parked in the garage now 
because gas is up to 50 cents a 
gallon ” 
Valencia came to Lompoc in 
1965 and now resides at 1317 
North First Place with Rachel, 
his wife of 23 years and their 
large, sports-minded family. 
Joe and Jim , twins aged 16, are 
into 
track, 
football 
and 
wrestling 
at 
Lompoc 
High 
School. 
Jerry, 
14, 
plays 
basketball 
and 
Babe 
Ruth 
Baseball. Jean, 15. lettered in 
track last year. Jo Ann. 21, is 
married 
Valencia's activities in the 
Valley have followed the same 
sports bent but also expanded 
into other 
areas. 
He 
was 
president of the Lompoc Little 
League for five years and has 
been president and director of 
the Lompoc Youth Football 
League going on five years. 
Other credits include a stint as 
vice president of the city Babe 
Ruth League 
Valencia began official city 
service when he was appointed 
to 
the 
city 
beautification 
committee in 1967 After a year 
and a half on that panel, he 
transferred to the city Parks 
and Recreation Commission, 
which he has chaired for the 
past two years. 
“ I think the most important 
thing for people to remember,” 
he said, “ is that they want 
somebody, not who’s a flash in 
the pan, but somebody with 
stability, who has done decision 
making in the past, who is 
dem onstrated 
in 
the 
community, who is not seeking 
its highest office on a one shot 
basis — who has done things 
and proven himself.” 
Valencia, 
who 
reclines 
smiling in an easy chair in his 
Cherry Park rec room, flanked 
by a bookcase littered with 
youth sports mementoes, came 
to 
Lompoc 
from 
Oxnard. 
There, 
as a night 
shift 
draftsman for an engineering 
firm, Valencia laid out the 
streets of the area’s Crestview 
Terrace, 
Mission Hills and 
C herry 
P a rk 
housing 
developm ents 
w ithout 
dreaming that he would one 
day move here. 
Public safety is one of the 
catch-words of his campaign 
“I came here 10 years ago

and there were some streets 
that were half paved then and 
they're still half paved and. 
dammit, public safety is pretty 
important,” he prefaced. 
Valencia said he would also 
work to fill in the sidewalks he 
said are now missing in areas 
where children walk to school 
or 
where 
pedestrians 
are 
sometimes 
exposed 
to 
dangerous auto traffic. 
Bicycles have been a fad for 
six years, he said, “ and right 
now the city is barely getting 
involved in looking for a lane 
for bicycle riders.” 
The Miguelito Ditch problem 
was another 
point: 
“ Now, 
they’re going to cover that 
after some kid gets killed down 
there. Then they’re going to 
believe that, yes, we need a 
chain link fence. They should 
have had that fence long long 
ago.” Valencia suggested a 
cyclone type fence with barbed 
wire 
on 
top 
to 
prevent 
youngsters from falling and 
injuring 
themselves 
in 
the 
steep-sided water channel. 
One 
change 
in 
city 
government Valencia is sure 
he’d try to make is a shift of 
city 
advisory 
citizens 
commissions 
from 
five 
members back up to seven. The 
council last year trimmed the 
number of members on these 
boards to five, Valencia said, in 
order 
to 
set 
up technical 
advisory committees made up 
of staff and technical people 
who usually only meet during 
the day, when public members 
seldom attend in force. 
Valencia, who said about half 
the citizens are showing up for 
these meetings, added that one 
of the panels has been given the 
responsibility to report to the 
council on two new city parks.

West Coast longshoremen 
to vote again on contract 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
West Coast longshoremen will 
have 
to vote again on a 
proposed recession-proof, two- 
year contract, even though 
most of them have already 
approved the pact. 
, 
The contract was approved 
by two thirds of the West Coast 
union s members but a veto 
from a Los Angeles local will 
force another ratification vote. 
International Longshoremen's 
and 
Warehousemen’s 
Union 
officials reported Thursday. 
The proposal, affecting some 
12,000 longshoremen from San 
Diego to the Canadian border, 
called for a guaranteed income 
of $12,168 annually or $234 a 
week for full-time workers 
whether there is work for 
them. The wages would have 
risen to $12,948 annually as of 
July 1 and to $14,040 as of July 
1,1976. 
Local 13, which represents 
Los 
Angeles port workers, 


re jec ieu the proposed contract 
on a 1,006-1,028 vote. Even 
though the total vote on the 
package was 5,642 to 2,804 in 
favor and 26 other locals voted 
for ratification, union rules 
require a new vote when one 
local vetoes a wage package 
The 
pact 
must 
now 
be 
approved 
by 
a 
two-thirds 
majority for ratification. The 
union 
vote 
announced 
Thursday was 66.8 per cent in 
favor and 33.2 per cent against, 
just the two-thirds margin now 
required 
The ILWU and the Pacific 
Maritime Association came up 
with the proposed contract on 
Feb 10, well before the June 30 
expiration 
deadline 
of 
the 
current pact. The maritime 
association called for early 
negotiations to guarantee dock 
peace and union officials hoped 
to sign a pact before the federal 
government had a chance to 
enact wage controls.

allegedly inducing Sharman to break his

contract and the amount of 
damages to be awarded. Stars' owner 
Bill Daniels asked for $1.5 million 
Sharman based his defense on the 
contention he did not have a valid 
contract 
because of 
disputes 
with 
Daniels over pension benefits and an 
option to buy into the ABA club. 
The Stars pointed to a paragraph in 
the contract which said the entire 
contract was valid even if any individual 
clause was not

around 50 a week shortly after Sharman 
jumped to Los Angeles.

But it is difficult for 
us to comprehend the 
stand of the postal 
union in regards to the 
threat of a nationwide 
strike 
next 
month 
The president of the 
nation’s mail carriers’ 
union, 
the National 
Association of Letter 
Carriers, James H. 
Rademacher, recently 
threatened the Postal 
Service, the govern­ 
ment and more than 
210,000,000 Americans 
that his 200,000 mem­ 
ber union would call a 
nationwide strike if the postal service 
institutes a new program for increasing 
mail service efficiency. 
Frankly, we think the threat is idiotic. 
We doubt if there is a person who 
doesn't agree that something must be 
done to increase the efficiency of the 
postal service This does not necessarily 
mean increasing the price of postage 
each year, or even every six months. 
Right now we re facing another increase 
for a first class letter from 10 cents to 12 
or 13 cents by June of this year 
The postal union is a large and strong, 
militant group, It appears that they 
attempt to thwart every attempt at 
modernization and mechanization.
